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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The amendment filed 1 1/26/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: From page 6, line 29, to 
page 7, line 2 of the "REPLY" submitted on 11/26/04. The original specification does 
not mention the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act and it redefines "cosmetic materials" in a 
manner not originally envisaged in the specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6, 7, 13-19, 26-36, 41-46, 58, 64, 65, 67-89 and 95-100 are allowed. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 90 is objected to because of the following: The claim is a "new claim", not 
a "currently amended" one. This is an obvious typographical error. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Newly submitted claims 101-1 1 1 are directed to an invention that is independent 
or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The new 
claims are directed to a method of coating a substrate classified in class 427, while the 
original claims are directed to a composition classified in class 524. The search in the 
additional class would place an undue burden on the examiner. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 101-1 1 1 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and 
MPEP§ 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 90-94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over McCoy et al. 3,894,958, Song et al. 
3,892,671 or Kaneshige et al. 4,877,557. 

7. McCoy et al. disclose oil, polymethacrylate thickeners and silicone in column 6, 
lines 27-63. Song et al. teach oil and (meth)acrylic pour point depressants in column 2, 
lines 5-20 and dyes in column 4, line 29. Kaneshige et al. recite polymethacrylic acid 
ester viscosity agent improvers, polyalkyl methacrylate pour point depressants, dimethyl 
polysiloxane and colorants in synthetic hydrocarbon oil. Applicants' claims are not 
novel. In the alternative, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art, at the time the invention was made, to select colorants and silicones from a list of 
equivalents. 

8. St. Clair et al. 3,772,196 and Chiu et al. 2003/0186824 are enclosed to prove that 
the same material can perform as a thickener or as a pour point depressant or as a 
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viscosity index improver. The French patent submitted by applicants (FR 2.131,11 1) 
makes the same point. The terms are not contradictory.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejections and 
objections presented in this Office action.
